The financial statement showed 
the municipal district to be in ex¬ 
cellent financial condition, despite 
the heivy expenditure on road 
work the past year and the fact 
that Inst year’s mill rate of 0 
mills was one of the lowest in the 
province." 

At the beginning of 1946 the 
district had a surplus of $134,000, 
with $100,000 of this amount in 
Victory Bonds. Of this surplus, 
$34,000 was transferred to the 
current revenue and expenditure 
account for use in the 1946 opera¬ 
tions of the district. Total ex¬ 
penditures during the year 
amounted to" $192,000, and 1916 
revenue was $180,0p0, showing a 
net deficit in the year’s operations 
of some $12,000. ‘ This was ab¬ 
sorbed in the 1946 budget by the 
inclusion of the $34,000 transfer¬ 
red from the previous year’s sur¬ 
plus. The surplus account shows 
a reduction of $40,000 in the past 
four years. 

.Roads 

Gravelling and maintenance of 
roads was the main topic of dis¬ 
cussion at the annual meeting of 
the ratepayers of the Municipal 
District of Vulcan No. 9, held in 
the Oddfellows Hall on Saturday 
afternoon, Feb. 16. A. J. Miller 
was chairman and D. D. McQueen 
secretary of the meeting, which 
was attended by about 50 rate¬ 
payers. 

Last year the municipality 
gravelled 29 miles of roads at a 
cost of $23,000, and received a 
grant from the provincial govem-

arrears outstanding at the end of 
the year 1946 are the lowest in 
history, only $41,000.00 and since 
the end of the year a considerable 
amount of this has been collected. 
Practically all of the land in our 
district is in good shape as far 
as taxes are concerned. 

■ Owing to the fact that we have 
been using previous years surplus 
to balance our budgets, taxes have 
been low. Our Municipal mill rate 
of 6 mills is as low as any in the 
province, and is considerably less 
than the average. 

In setting the mill rates this 
year, the council took the view 
that school and hospital requisi¬ 
tions should be levied in full to 
the nearest even mill as possible 
after providing for the discount 
for early payment. School rates 
were Lethbridge School Division 
19, Maclesd 1)6, ■’Foothills 10, Bow 
Valley t3, Vulcan 15 and Cham¬ 
pion 12. Hospital rates were two 
and three miils. Social Service 
rate was three mills. The Munici¬ 
pal rate of six mills produces a 
little more than $36,000.00 net. 
Out of a total tax levy of some 
$162,000.00 the district could only 
retain $36,000.00 to carry on the 
Municipal expeditures. Our requisi¬ 
tion payments dtiring the year 
amounted to $108,000.00 or $9,- 
000.00 every month which in ad¬ 
dition to our Municipal expendi¬ 
tures brings our monthly commit¬ 
ments up to about $16,000.00. You 
will readily understand that the 
District, if it is to carry on on a 
cash basis requires a working bal¬ 
ance of a considerable amount. We 
have been able to keep our bonds 
intact up to now, but the prospect 
for 1947 is that in spite of the 
higher mill rates we are expecting 
for schools and Municipal we shall 
have to' sell some bonds in order 
to carry on. One poor collection 
year would easily wipe out these 
bonds and in place of having cash 
in the form of bonds, we would 
have arrears of taxes on the tax 
rolls. 

Our jiew assessment will be used 
in 1947, and many of you will no¬ 
tice qffite a change in your taxes. 
The total assessment of the Dist¬ 
rict now is about 6 and a quarter 
million dollars on land and $140,- 
000.00 on improvements. An over¬ 
all reduction of 3% from the last 
assessment. We are one of the 
very few Districts in the Province 
whoso assessment is lower than 
the previous one. There will be 
many cases whore taxes will he 
lower than last year, and alio 
cases where taxes are higher, pro¬ 
viding the mill rates do not vary 
to any great extent. However. I 
may as well warn you that the 
Municipal rate will not remain at 
six mills this year if we are to 
continue spending as much money 
on roads. 

Just this week it has been an¬ 
nounced by the Minister of Kriucn- 
tion that the Imundaries of the 
Lethbridge and Macleod School 
divisions have been revised. 411 of 
the land in our Municipal District 
formerly in the Lethbridge School 
Division have been transferred into 
the Macleod School Divisicn Those 
of you who have been paying the 
high mill rate in Lethbridge divis¬ 
ion will welcome this change into 
a lower rate district, and a'so it 
is believed that the school needs 
will be more readily looked after in

The report given by Reeve T.

We have concluded another year' 
in the history of the Municipal 
District, and as in the past we 
find ourselves in a very sound fin¬ 
ancial position. 

There is one thing which I would 
like to draw your attention on our 
financial statement, and that is 
the statement of Revenue and Ex¬ 
penditures on pages four and five. 
We show a surplus for the year of 
$21,697.19, but this figure is only 
arrived at jvhen we brought for¬ 
ward the sum of $34,408.48 from 
the year 1945 to be used in the 
1946 budget. Actually we went be¬ 
hind on the year’s operations the 
sum of $12,711.29. During the four 
years operation of the enlarged 
District our Surplus account has 
decreased about $40,000.00.

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The Alberta government will 
hire special coyote hunters, permit 
widespread snaring of coyotes, and 
make special coyote-killing ma¬ 
chines available to farmers aim 
sheep ranchers. This was an¬ 
nounced in January as public alarm 
grew at the inroads of the animals 
on sheep herds in the province. 
The hunters employed by the gov¬ 
ernment will be paid a 'minimum 
wage and will be allowed to pocket 
the income from sale of pelts.

This top is wrapped with 
some kind of bait which is scented 
to attract the animals.

A Bylaw to authorize the Munici¬ 
pal Council of the Town of Vulcan 
to incur an indebtedness on behalf 
ol the said Town for the purpose 
of providing a sewer and sewage 
disposal system for the said Town. 

WHEREAS it is deemed exped¬ 
ient to construct a Sewer and Sew¬ 
age Disposal System for the said 
Town: and 

WHEREAS plans, specifications 
and estimates for such works have 
been made by Messrs. Davis, Rip¬ 
ley and Associates, Professional 
Engineers, whereby the total cost 
of the sa : d Sewer and Sewage Dis¬ 
posal System is estimated to be 
$75,000.00: and 

WHEREAS in order to con¬ 
struct and complete the said Sys¬ 
tem it will be necessary to borrow 
the said sum of $75,000.00 on the 
credit of the Town by the issuing 
of debentures of the said Town as 
herein provided; and 

WHEREAS the said indebted¬ 
ness is to be repaid over a period 
of Thirty (30) years dating from 
tb • first day of December of the 
calendar year in which the deben¬ 
tures are issued, in varying instal¬ 
ments of principal, on the First 
day of December in each of the 
years 1948 to 1977 inclusive as set 
out in Schedule hereto attach¬ 
ed. together with interest at the 
rate of Four (4) per centum pe, 
a"num. payable annually on the 
First day of December in each 
year, provided that interest only 
to the First day of December shall 
be paid in the year of issue, and 
callable on the instance of the 
Town on the First day of Decem¬ 
ber in any year following the re¬ 
payment of the tenth annual in¬ 
stalment as hereinafter provided;

WHEREAS under Bylaw No. 19l 
prepared it is estimated that an 
annual amount of revenue of $4,- 
530.00 will be collected in Sewer 
Service Charges and an estimated 
annual amount of $2,267.00 will be 
collected by way of Special Assess¬ 
ment to meet the annual debenture 
payments and an estimated cost of 
operation and maintenance of $1,- 
057.00 per annum and a sum'for 
depreciation reserve of $464.00 per 
annum, and that any sum required 
to make up any deficit shall be 
provided by a rate on all the rat¬ 
able property of the Town.

that the cost thereof, namely $39.- 
400.00, be paid by Special Front¬ 
age Assessment as shown in said 
Schedule "A” and which said sura 
(hall be the Owner’s Portion of the 


cust of the said work; and 

WHEREAS the total value ot 
the land charged with the sa’d 
Special Frontage Assessment ac¬ 
cording to the last revised Assess¬ 
ment Roll is $152,400.00; and 

WHEREAS a Notice of its in¬ 
tention to undertake the said Lo¬ 
cal Improvement has been duly 
published as required by Section 
282 (c) of the said Act, and no pe¬ 
tition has been received against the 
said project; 

NOW THEREFORE the Muni¬ 
cipal Council of the Town of Vul¬ 
can in Council assembled ENACTS 
AS FOLLOWS: 

1. That the Municipal Counc.l . 
of the Town of Vulcan is hereby- 
empowered and authorized to en¬ 
ter into such contracts and engage ■ 
ments for the construction and/or 
carrying out of the proposed Sew¬ 
er and Sewage Disposal System as 
may be necessary. 

2. That for the purpose afore¬ 
said the sum of $75,000.00 be bor¬ 
rowed by way of debentures on the 
credit and security of the Town cf 
Vulcan at large but as to so much 
as is 'not to be paid by the Town at 
large, namely $39,400.00, the Town, 
is to collect the same by way of 
Special Assessment as herein pro¬ 
vided. 

3. That the debentures to.be is¬ 
sued under this Bylaw shall be for 
the said sum of $75,000.00 payable 
as hereinafter mentioned. 

4. The said debentures shall 
be dated upon such day as may be 
appropriate having regard to the 
date of the borrowing of the mon¬ 
ey, and subject to the right of re¬ 
demption in advance of maturity 
as hereinafter set forth, shall be 
payable in varying instalments, of 
principal on the First day of De¬ 
cember in each of the years 1948 
to 1977 inclusive, the respective 
amounts of principal maturing in 
each of such years being’ as set 
ferth in Schedule “C” hereto at¬ 
tached which is hereby declared to 
be and forms part of this Bylaw. 
The debentures maturing in eah of 
such years shall bear interest at 
the rate of Four (4) per centum 
per annurri as set out in Schedule 
“C” and such interest shall be pay¬ 
able annually on the First day of 
December in each year during the 
currency of the debenture, the said 
interest to be computed from the 
date of issue of said debentures 
and the first payment of interest 
to be made on the First day of De¬ 
cember in the year of issue. The 
debentures shall have coupons at¬ 
tached thereto for the payment of 
interest. The debentures may do 
ir the denominations of $500.00 or 
any multiple thereof. 

5. The debentures Issued under 
this Bylaw at any time outstnn i- 
ing. shall be redeemable at the op¬ 
tion of the Town in whole or in 
part at any date on or after the 
First day of December, 1957, and 
piior to the maturity thereof at 
the place where and in the manner 
in which the said debentures are 
expressed to be payable, upon pay¬ 
ment of the principal amount 
thereof together with interest 
thereon accrued to the date of re¬ 
demption and upon giving previous 
notice of such redemption by pub¬ 
lishing a Notice of Redemeption 
oijce a week for two consecutive 
weeks in the Calgary Herald and 
the Vulcan Advocate, or in a news¬ 
paper having a general circulation 
in the City of Calgary and the 
Town of Vulcan, and in th® case 
of registered debentures by mail¬ 
ing a Notice of Redemption to Un¬ 
registered holders at their addres¬ 
ses shown in the debenture regis 
ter of the Town, such Notice to be 
published and mailed as aforesaid 
at least sixty (60) days prior to 
the date fixed for the redemption. 

6. The said debentures shall be 
signed by the Mayor and Secre¬ 
tary-Treasurer of the said Town of 
Vulcan and the Secretary-Treas¬ 
urer shall affix thereto the Cor¬ 
porate Seal of the Town.

8. The debentures and the cou-' 
pons for interest thereto attached 
shall be payable in lawfut money 
of the Dominion of Canada at the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce in the 
Town of Vulcan. The said deben¬ 
tures and the interest coupons at¬ 
tached thereto shall be substant¬ 
ially in the form set forth in 
Schedule “B” hereto which is here¬ 
by declared to be and form part of 
this Bylaw.

said Town and collectible at the 
same time and in the same manner 
as other rates.

the Macleod District. 

Our Public Works expenditures 
in 1946 amounted to 555,479.41. 
This figure is fully explained in 
the financial statement. We over¬ 
spent according to budget figures, 
$4,433.57. Again last year the 
council was under a big handicap 
by having machinery which was 
constantly needing repair, and 
which >could not be replaced. We 
spend a lot of money in repairs, 
and 1 in my opinion, we did not re¬ 
ceive the amount of road work we 
should have received, due to break 
downs and the delay in getting re¬ 
pairs. You all know what difficulty 
is experienced in getting repairs. 
With these, machines it is worse as 
many times, orders must be placed 
with factories in the States for 
much needed parts and the ma¬ 
chines lay idle while waiting for 
the fepairs to come. We also had 
some grief with our gravelling 
contract this year. We spent about 
$23,000.00 gravelling 29 miles of 
roads. The following is a state¬ 
ment of Public Works expendi¬ 
tures by divisions:

We obtained a grant of $6,000.00 
from the Province last year to pay 
a part of the cost of this gravel. 

You will notice division 5, my 
own division, received a small 
share of the money in 1946. I hope 
that in 1947 we will be able to 
spend the major part of the grant 
on work in gravelling a road to 
connect Milo with the Highway 
and an outlet to Vulcan and Cal¬ 
gary. 

The Department of Public 
Works has a plan of road grants 
to assist in gravelling side roads 
which has been used to some ex¬ 
tent in the Province. The plan is 
that the farmers living on the 
roads affected donate one-third of 
of. the cost, the Municipality one- 
third and the Province one-third. 
If any of you are interested in 
this plan, representations should 
be made early so that they might 
be considered by the council in 
plenty of time to be included in 
this .year’s budget and the proper 
application fhade. I do not know 
how much money we could get 
from the Government, but .this is 
a point which should be brought 
to your attention and discussed. In 
some districts in the Province last 
year as much as $9,000.00 or $10,- 
000.00 was put up by the rate¬ 
payers for this class of work. 

The council has been unable to 
purchase any new machinery. 
There just isn’t any on the mar¬ 
ket at the present time. We need 
a bulldozer to cope with the snow 
situation this year. You all know 
what we have been up against 
during the past six weeks in try¬ 
ing to keep roads open. We have 
been doing our best with what 
equipment we have, and if some 
of you have complaints about 
what has been done, please re¬ 
member that there is a lot of miles 
in the Municipal District and the 
equipment cannot hope to get 
around to everybody in a day or 
two. 

I wish to express my apprecia¬ 
tion to my fellow councillors for 
the co-operation shown on the 
council and the earnest efforts 
pift forth to serve the ratepayers 
in every possible way.”
